the night he dra fted it. 
La ter a s a mba ssa do r to Cuba . Welles sa w 
the da nger o f La tin-America n dicta to rs a nd 
ma neuvered to get lo ng-time President Ma ­ 
cha do o ut o f o ffice. 
The Wa ll Street ba nks 
a nd the .America n suga r co mpa nies didn't like 
It. but Welles .sa w the da nger o f wha t la ter 
led to Ca stro ism. 
Welles wa s the first to ta ngle with Dicta to r 
Trujillo o f the Do minica n Republic. 
It to o k 
.30 y ea rs fo r the fo rces o f demo cra cy to o ver­ 
ta ke Trujillo , but, sho gfly befo re Welles died, 
they go t Trujillo . 
.And ea rlier, while wo rking 
fo r a Republica n secreta ry o f sta te, Cha rles 
Eva ns Hughes, Welles ha d nego tia ted the Cen­ 
tra l America n trea ty o f 1923 to bring tho .se 
sm a ll a nd preca rio us republics clo ser to gether. 
The trea ty fa iled—then.

Na tio ns is do ing the .sa me thing—mo re suc­ 
cessfully 
But Welles'

her ba ck to the wa ll a t Sta lingra d, he a rgued. 


Despite Hull, he ha d his wa y with FDR.

Fina lly in the sum m er o f 1943. Hull served 
a n ultima tum o n Ro o sevelt tha t either he o r 
Welles must go . He wa s fo rtified in his ulti­ 
ma tum by a n a ffida vit supplied him by Wil­ 
lia m C. Bullitt, FD R ’s fo rmer a mba ssa do r to

Customers of the Company have only re­ 
cently received a rebate as the result of a 
settlement of a previous increase in rates by 
Cities Service Gas Company, in which the 
Federal Power Commission denied the full 
amount previously asked. This request by 
Cities Service Gas Company, like the previous 
one recently settled, will be allowed to remain 
in effect un til such tim e as the matter of 
whether or not any or all of the rate requested 
is justified after a hearing by the Federal 
Power Commission. 


AH monies collected by Cities Service Gas 
Company over the amount presently charged

Richmond, Henrietta, Marshall, Platte City. 
Tracy, Weston, and the unincorporated com­ 
munity of E>eerfield. 


Customers of MPS on the interruptible in- 
dustrial rates, who comprise only a very few 
customers, have been notified individually of 
increases in that rate, as will also be a slightly 
larger number of customers using the Com­ 
pany's rote for firm industrial gas. 


The company regrets the necessity of having to request higher rotes to 
be paid by its customers. We. along with other companies who distribute 
natural g<3s from Cities Service Gas lines, are unable to absorb this increased 
cost on gas rates presently being charged our customers. It is our hope to 
have the understanding of our customers when we are forced to request 
this increase.
